ing publicity about Florida..

last week the general committee of 
five appointed by the Florida Press 
association, of which T. E. Fitzgerald 
of Daytona is one member, sent out 
a, circular letter to every member of 
the national association setting forth 
the attractioas of Florida. 


It is expected that between 500 and 


•700 members will make the trip to 
^Florida next spring. They will come 
by special train, entering the state at 
Pensacola, where they will be lavish- 
ly entertained for two days. Proceed- 
ing toward Jacksonville they 
will 


make stops at the cities enroute, and 
•when they arrive at the state metrop- 
olis the committee plans on taking 
the visitors in charge and will en- 
deavor to see that they spend nothing 
.except for their laundry. 


The cost of the special train while 


in the state, including the Pullmans, 
-will run between $50,000 and $60,000,

The full issue of electric light plant 


bonds, which were authorized by the 
property owners of the city at the 
special 
election 
held 
last 
week, 


amounting to $53,000, has been sold 
to the State Bank of New Smyrna at 
par, and an advance payment of $10,- 
000 In cash has been made by the lo- 
cal bank to finance the work of get- 
ting the machinery of the new muni- 
cipal electric light plant installed. 


The proposition of the State bank 


to purchase the bonfis at par was 
made to the city council at a meeting 
held last Friday night, and the offer 
came as a surprise to all members of 
the council, as there were few who 
believed the city could realize par for 
the bonds, or that they could be sold 
so soon. The check for $10,000 which 
accompanied the bid was also a wel- 
come surprise, as it supplies neces- 
sary finances to get the foundation 
work started and carry it through. 


No other bids for the bonds were 


received. 


The motion to accept the bid of the 


State bank was carried by a vote of 
six to one in the council meeting, the 
chairman, L. H. Elias, being the only 
one to vote against it. 


The State bank is said to have pur- 


chased every issue of bonds voted by 
the city of New Smyrna. 


The proposition made by the bank 


and accepted by the council was as 
follows: 
"To the Honorable Council and Board 


of Public Works of the City of New 
Smyrna: 


;Gentlemen: 


"We hereby offer you for the City of 


New Smyrna's issue of Fifty-three 
Thousand Dollars electric light bonds 
dated September, 1920, maturing ten 
years after date and drawing interest 
at seven per cent, payable semi-an 
nually, the sum of Fifty-three Thou 
sand dollars, payable 
as follows: 


Ten Thousand Dollars upon your ac 
ceptance of this offer; balance upon 
delivery of said bonds; and that you 
agree 
and bind the 
City of New 


Smyrna to the following conditions 
which are to be and become a par 
of the contract for the purchase o 
these bonds:

FRUIT STILL GROWING 


AGENT OP UNITED SUGAR COR- 


PORATION CLOSES DEAL FOR 


PURCHASE OF TRACT OF 84 


ACRES. 


The United Sugar corporation has 


finally and definitely settled upon a 
site for the big refinery which is ex- 
pected to mean so much for this sec- 
tion of the country, especially the sec- 
tion in the immediate vicinity of Hast- 
ings. Capt. H. A. Johns has completed 
negotiations for the purchase of 64 
acres of ground at the junction of the 
Federal Point and Falatka roads. Al- 
though the sugar refinery site is ac- 
tually across the' line and in Putnam 
county, it is less than two miles from 
the center of the town of Hastings. 


Capt. Johns announces the plant his 


corporation will erect on this site 
will cost something over a million and 
a half dollars. 
It is expected cane 


will be shipped in large barges from 
points along the St. Johns river, and 
to receive these cargoes a great dock 
will be constructed in connection with 
plant. 
A railroad switch will also 


be applied for immediately to connect 
the site with the main line of the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad so as to pro- 
vide means for shipping in materials, 
both during the period of construction 
and after the plant is in operation. 
Much cane will be received by rail and 
a great deal of the finished product 
will be shipped by way of the Florida 
East Coast railroad. 


At least 25 houses for employes will 


be erected on the grounds immediate- 
ly, with the prospect of others in the 
near future, the refinery promising to 
give employment to a large number 
of persons.

Tbe board of county commissioners 


*t the meeting held in DeLand last 
week appropriated $1,000 toward the 
general expenses of the visit of the 
National Editorial association to flor- 
id* nex,t spring, the members of the 
board considering the expenditure the 
greatest possible piece of publicity 
for .Volusia county that 
the funds 


could buy. It Is gaid that the action 
of the Volusia county board marks the 
first appropriation by a county for the 
visit of the national Editorial associa- 
tion. 


The National Editorial association 


comprises a. membership of 13,500, 
and to this membership is already go- 
ing publicity about Florida.. 
Only 


last week the general committee of 
five appointed by the Florida Press 
association, of which T. E. Fitzgerald 
•of Daytona is one member, sent out 
a circular letter to every member of 
the national association setting forth 
the attractions of Florida. 


It is expected that between 500 and 


•700 members will make the trip to 
Florida next spring. They will come 
by special train, entering the state at 
Pensacola, where they will be lavish- 
ly entertained for two days. Proceed- 
ing toward Jacksonville they 
will 


make stops at the cities enroute, and 
•when they arrive at the state metrop- 
olis the committee plans on taking 
the visitors in charge and will en- 
deavor to see that they spend nothing 
•except for their laundry. 


The cost of the special train while 


in the state, including the Pullmans, 
•will run between $50,000 and $60,000, 
and this expense must be me by con- 
tributions from the various counties, 
cities and towns of the state to be 
visited. Only such towns as make the 
•contributions will be on the itinerary, 
as many more places have requested 
to be on the itinerary than the com- 
mittee finds it possible to include.

000 in cash has been made by the lo- 
cal bank to finance the work of get- 
ting the machinery of the new muni- 
cipal electric light plant installed. 


The proposition of the State bank 


to purchase the bonfis at par was 
made to the city council at a meeting 
held last Friday night, and the offer 
came as a surprise to all members of 
the council, as there were few who 
believed the city could realize par for 
the bonds, or that they could be sold 
so soon. The check for $10,000 which 
accompanied the bid was also a wel- 
come surprise, as it supplies neces- 
sary finances to get the foundation 
work started and carry it through. 


No other bids for the bonds were 


received. 


The motion to accept the bid of the 


State bank was carried by a vote of 
six to one in the council meeting, the 
chairman, L. H. Elias, being the only 
one to vote against it. 


The State bank is said to have pur- 


chased every issue of bonds voted by 
the city of New Smyrna. 


The proposition raade by the bank 


and accepted by the council was as 
follows: 
"To the Honorable Council and Board 


of Public Works of the City of New 
Smyrna: 


"Gentlemen: 


'We hereby offer you for the City of 


New Smyrna's issue of 
Fifty-three 


Thousand Dollars electric light bonds, 
dated September, 1920, maturing ten 
years after date and drawing interest

BUILT AT HASTINGS 


AGENT OP UNITED SUGAR COR- 


PORATION CLOSES DEAL FOR 


PURCHASE OF TRACT OF 64 


ACRES. 


The United Sugar corporation has 


inally and definitely settled upon a 
site for the big refinery which is ex- 
pected to mean BO much for this sec- 
Jon of the country, especially the sec- 
ion in the immediate vicinity of Hast- 
ings. Capt. H. A. Johns has completed 
negotiations for the purchase of 64 
acres of ground at the junction of the 
Federal Point and Falatka roads. Al- 
though the sugar refinery site is ac- 
ually across the' line and in Putnam 
county, it is less than two miles from 
:he center of the town of Hastings. 


Capt. Johns announces the plant his 


corporation will erect on this site 
will cost something over a million and 
a half dollars. 
It is expected cane 


will be shipped in large barges from 
points along the St. Johns river, and 
to receive these cargoes a great dock 
will be constructed in connection with 
plant. 
A railroad switch will also 


be applied for immediately to connect 
the site with the main line of the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad so as to pro- 
vide means for shipping in materials, 
both during the period of construction 
and after the plant is in operation. 
Much cane will be received by rail and 
a great deal of the finished product 
will be shipped by way of the Florida 
East Coast railroad. 


At least 25 houses for employes will 


be erected on the grounds immediate- 
y, with the prospect of others in the 
near future, the refinery promising to 
;ive employment to a large number 
of persons. 
It will be operated dur- 


ng practically all of each year. 
The 


company is already busily engaged 
in 
locating 
cane 
seed 
for 
the 


larmers and will endeavor to obtain 
rom the planters of this immediate 
section, contracts calling for the pro- 
duction of at least 4,000 acres of cane 
'or the next ten years. The company 
s also arranging with the banks to 
take care of the financial needs of 
the farmers who sign the contracts. 
As the refinery will not be in position 
to handle the entire crop from 4,000 
acres the first year, the farmers are 
frankly advised to count on saving 
most of their first year's crop for seed 
to be used the following year. The 
price paid for the cane will be based 
upon the market price for suger in 
New York on the day the raw material 
is delivered to the mill. Fanners will 
be permitted to buy stock in the corn- 
Dank although no stock selling cam- 
paign will be inaugurated, the copor- 
ation being expressly desirous that 
each planter understand the intej-est 
is far more in cane than in stock. 


The site for the refinery was chosen 


with the approval of George P. Ander- 
son, one of the best sugar engineers 
in the country, after a thorough exam- 
ination o£ all available locations.

It is an ex- 
tension of Manchuria, and for cen- 
turies was under the suzerainty of 
China. 


In old atlases the peninsula is called 


Korea. For years it was known as 
"The Hermit Kingdom." For after 
the China-Japanese war the land be- 
came an independent kingdom, al- 
though even then Japan claimed Juris- 
diction over'the country. Bat Korea 
enjoyed her freedom only a short 
time as an independent nation. 


It was • on August 29, 1918, 
that 


Japan formally annexed Korea, as an 
integral part of the kingdom. The 
old name was changed to Chosen. In 
Japanese this name is divided into two 
syllables—Cho Sen. This means "The 
Land of tie Morning Calm." 


Perhaps no other name would better 


suit the land which was once called 
the Hermit kingdom, for its people 
are indeed very calm. So calm have 
they been considered by Japan that it 
isn't generally known there was some 
opposition to the annexation of the 
kingdom, and that a republic was 
formed and a president elected. The 
president, it is said, was compelled to 
flee the country. 


Many are the strange customs of 


this old little land. At one time the 
king ordered all men to wear broad- 
brimmed hats made of a material so 
brittle the me» couldn't "get their 
heads together" without nicking their 
hats. 
And so, the story runs con- 


spiracy was prevented. 


But the mileposts of Chosen are noi 


made of brittle material. They are 
painstakingly hewn out of wood, and 
are set up along the highways, carved 
with Chosen characters, which giye 
the traveler the information he re- 
quires for a safe journey. 


To the eyes of many a western 


traveler these mileposts look more like 
images 
intended to frighten than 


soothingly to inform. Of course, the 
particular demon that should be pla- 
cated in each spot is properly pla> 
cated by the posts.

and warning off those demons whc 
might trouble the highway.

Habits and Customs of "Hermit. King-' 


dom" of Korea Hard for Travel- 


ers to Understand. 


Out into the Yellow sea and the 


Sastern sea juts a' peninsute of more 
than 84,000 square miles. It is an ex.- 
ension of Manchuria, and for cen- 
turies was under the suzerainty of 


Ihina. 
In old atlases the peninsula is called 


torea. For years it was known as 
'The Hermit Kingdom." For after 
he China-Japanese war the laud be- 
came an independent kingdom, al- 
though even then Japan claimed Juris- 
diction over'the country. Bat Korea 
enjoyed her freedom 
only a short 


time as an independent nation. 


It was • on August 29, 1918, that 


Japan formally annexed Korea, as an 
integral part of the kingdom. 
The 


old name was changed to Chosen. In 
Japanese this name is divided into two 
syllables—Cho Sen. This means "The 
Land of the Morning Calm." 


Perhaps no other name would better 


suit the land which was once called 
the Hermit kingdom, for its people 
are indeed very calm. So calm have 
they been considered by Japan that il 
isn't generally known there was some 
opposition to the annexation of the 
kingdom, and that a republic was 
formed and a president elected. The 
president, it is said, was compelled to 
flee the country. 


Many are the strange customs oi 


this old little land. At one time the 
king ordered all men to wear broad 
brimmed hats made of a material so 
brittle the me» couldn't "get thei; 
heads together" without nicking thei: 
hats. 
And so, the story runs con 


spiracy was prevented. 


But the mileposts of Chosen are no 


made of brittle material. They ar 
painstakingly hewn out of wood, am 
are set up along the highways, carve 
with Chosen characters, which giye 
the traveler the information he re- 
quires for a safe journey.
